Longtime minister and friend, 
Bro. David Rule gone at 83

If you have grown up 
or even lived in Powell 
County for any amount 
of time, then the name 
David Rule should be 
familiar to you. In fact, 
Bro. Rule was probably 
one of the most influen¬ 
tial and kindest men in 
the county. His love of his¬ 
tory and of working with 
the schools has become 
legendary. His face was 
one that was a familiar 
sight and reassuring to 
many. 

But that smile and 
calming effect will have 
to be a part of a memory. 
Bro. David Rule passed 
away Monday afternoon. 
He was 83. 

Rule was well known to 
many residents as he pas¬ 
tured the Stanton First 
Presbyterian Church for 
42 years. That made him 
the longest serving pastor 
of the church and prob¬ 
ably the longest serving 
minister in the county. 
He was known for vis¬ 
iting the schools, sing¬ 
ing songs with the kids 
and giving out candy to 
them at Christmas time. 
He believed that even 
the youngest residents of 
the county needed to see 
God’s love at work, first 
hand. 

Rule, originally from 
Ashland, graduated from 
high school at the age of 
16. He went on to Asbury 
College where he stayed 
for three years before 
transferring to Centre 
College in Danville. After 
graduating from there in 
1946 he enrolled at the 


Princeton Seminary in 
New Jersey. 

While attending there 
he had a chance to become 
a Bible and Science 
Teacher at the Highland 
Institute. It was there 
that he met the woman 
who would become his 
wife, Wilma Thompson. 
They were married on 
June 5, 1955, just five 
days after he graduated 
from the seminary. 

The couple took a 
church in upstate New 
York, but while visiting 
family in Kentucky they 
learned of an opening at a 


place called Stanton. 

“I’d never heard of 
Stanton,” Rule told the 
Times during an interview 
in 1994. During the visit 
Wilma’s hometown pastor 
told them about the open¬ 
ing at the Stanton First 
Presbyterian Church. 
They took a drive and 
ended up at Dalton’s 
Restaurant in Stanton 
where they met some 
of the members of the 
church. 

Rule was asked to 
preach for the church the 
following Sunday. It was 
the start of a long, pros¬ 


perous and rewarding life 
for Rule. He had found 
a place he knew he was 
needed. 

Rule preached to thou¬ 
sands, possibly hundreds 
of thousands over his 
ministerial career. He led 
outdoor services at the 
Mt. View Drive-In in his 
early days. Even in the 
past few years, as part 
of the Powell County 
Ministerial Association

which he was an inte¬ 
gral part of, he would con¬ 
duct Sunrise Services at 
Easter. 

Rule retired in 1997, 
but he was still quite 
active with the ministe¬ 
rial association and other 
projects. 

His love for history was 
well- known. He became 
an authority on the his¬ 
tory of the Presbyterian 
Church in Kentucky as 
well as with local histori¬ 
cal events. As recent as 
last year he wrote special 
messages that were run in 
the Clay City Times and 
was willing to talk with 
anyone about his love of 
history. More importantly 


he also loved to talk to 
people about God. 

His tenure as pastor has 
not been surpassed and 
for a man who had not 
heard of Stanton before 
1955, staying around that 
long had to be out of love 
and service. Rule was 
asked about his longev¬ 
ity in that interview in 
1994 and his answer was 
simple. 

“And as for remaining 
in Stanton, the Lord has 
called me here, and He 
never has told us to leave,” 
Rule said. On Monday the 
Lord called Bro. Rule to 
come home. 

Arrangements were 
pending at press time.

Since 2007, nearly nine 
million homes have been 
lost to foreclosure. Banks 
foreclosed on nearly 67,000 
homes in Kentucky since 
the height of the mort¬ 
gage foreclosure crisis in 
2008. This crisis brought 
our country to its knees 
and turned the American 
dream into a nightmare 
for families in every com¬ 
munity in our country and 
our Commonwealth. 

As you may recall, my 
office was part of the 
national foreclosure settle¬ 
ment announced earlier 
this year between state 
attorneys general and 
the nation’s five largest 
banks. Our participation 
in this historic settlement 
secured $58 million to pro¬ 
vide direct and immediate 
assistance to Kentucky 
families and communities 
affected by the mortgage 
foreclosure meltdown. 

Nearly $39 million of 
the settlement is available 
to homeowners who faced 
foreclosure and had loans 
with Bank of America, 


JP Morgan Chase, Wells 
Fargo, Citi and Ally/ 
GMAC. An independent 
administrator is allocating 
this money to consumers 
who qualify for refinanc¬ 
ing, loan write downs, debt 
restructuring and/or pay¬ 
ments of up to $2,000. For 
more information on qual¬ 
ifying for this segment of 
the settlement, visit our 
website www.ag.ky.gov. 

On July 30,1 announced 
the allocation of the 
remaining $19.2 million 
of this settlement to help 
create affordable housing, 
revitalize abandoned or 
vacant properties and to 
assist Kentuckians who 
have lost their homes. 

Keeping this money 
was no small task. During 
the budget process in 
Frankfort, I fought to 
make certain that his 
money went to consum¬ 
ers and communities; com¬ 
munities like Louisville, 
which has seen more than 
17,200 foreclosures since 
2008. 

I was pleased to be joined 
by Mayor Greg Fischer 
at the press conference 
announcing the distribu¬ 
tion of $1.5 million to the 
City of Louisville, of which 
$750,000 will go to the 
Vacant and Abandoned 
Property Initiative and 
will be matched in part by 
the Bloomberg Foundation. 
This will help rehab 
vacant properties and 
return them to use and 
the property tax rolls. An 
additional $500,000 will 
go toward the Targeted 
Demolition Program 
to address blight, and 


$250,000 to the Affordable 
Housing Trust Fund for 
housing grants to increase 
access to affordable hous¬ 
ing for low to moderate 
income families. 

Of course, this isn’t just 
a problem in Louisville. 
It’s a problem across the 
Commonwealth. That’s 
why $7.5 million of the 
settlement is designated 
to assist federally-support¬ 
ed housing programs that 
cover all of Kentucky’s 
120 counties through 
the Kentucky Housing 
Corporation. Three mil¬ 
lion of that allocation will 
go to the NeighborWorks 
Alliance, which will lever¬ 
age matching grants for 
an additional $7.5 mil¬ 
lion, to assist with the 
purchase and rehabilita¬ 
tion of existing properties, 
purchase and rehabilita¬ 
tion of affordable rental 
properties, and purchase 
of mortgages to restruc¬ 
ture payment in an effort 
to allow homeowners to 
retain properties. Three 
million dollars will estab¬ 
lish a down payment pool 
and closing cost assistance 
pool for owners who want 
to purchase vacant or 
foreclosed properties. The 
remaining$ 1.5 million goes 
to KHC’s Homeownership 
Protection Center, which 
will fund 19 Kentucky 
Housing Corporation 
approved counseling agen¬ 
cies that provide foreclo¬ 
sure prevention and pre¬ 
purchase counseling. 

I am pleased that we 
were able to identify agen¬ 
cies that can match our 
settlement dollars with 


other grants, allowing us 
to maximize the settle¬ 
ment to help even more 
Kentuckians. 

Additional allocations 
include: 

$250,000 to each of 
Kentucky’s four region¬ 
al Legal Aid Centers to 
help homeowners who are 
going through the foreclo¬ 
sure process or seeking to 
avoid foreclosure. 

$5 million to the Office 
of the Attorney General 
to assist consumers and 
investigate mortgage and 
securities issues. This 
includes potential litiga¬ 
tion regarding Mortgage 
Electronic Reporting 
Systems (MERS) involve¬ 
ment in wrongful foreclo¬ 
sures. 

$4 million to update the 
Kentucky All Schedule 
Prescription Electronic 
Reporting Program 
(KASPER). Money will be 
used to enhance software 
to ensure compliance with 
House Bill 1; Kentucky’s 
newly enacted prescrip¬ 
tion drug abuse law. 

$150,000 to the Cabinet 
for Health and Family 
Services. Funds will pro¬ 
vide lead abatement 
through the Division of 
Public Health. 

As part of this settle¬ 
ment, all of the agencies 
receiving funds must 
report to my office month¬ 
ly with details on how they 
are spending the money. 

This settlement is about 
providing second chances. 
It’s about communities 
fighting back, and it’s about 
fighting for Kentuckians 
who don’t have a voice.

The outrage between 
Chick-Fil-A and human 
rights activists does not 
involve one’s own personal 
conviction (in general) or 
Christianity. The situa¬ 
tion does not involve evil 
“haters” trying to bring 
down a Christian company 
because of their beliefs in 
general retrospect. It’s how 
Chick-Fila-A is executing 
their beliefs on society and 
promoting their beliefs 
as political agenda to dis¬ 
criminate against same- 
sex couples. 

It is true that Chick- 
Fila-A does not discrimi¬ 
nate within hiring prac¬ 
tices or to whom they sell 
their products- due to the 
protection by federal and 
state laws. The concern for 
discrimination is with the 
$7 million given to lob¬ 
byist and political activist 
groups in support to ban 
same-sex marriage such 
as “Chick-fil-A’s WinShape 
Foundation, which was 
created by Chick-Fil-A 
founder and chairman S. 
Truett Cathy in 1984, were 
the Marriage & Family 
Foundation ($1,188,380), 
and Exodus International 
($1,000) (reported by 
Huffpost). Chick-Fil-A has 
donated an estimated $5 
million to anti-gay orga¬ 
nizations and hate groups 
between 2003 and 2010, 
which is a more disturb¬ 
ing. Indeed, numerous 
companies have donated 
to same-sex supporting 
causes and no one sees 
conservatives or Christians 
boycotting and protesting 
against these actions. This 
is because of an astronom¬ 
ic reason: these companies 
are promoting human civil 
equality, not trying to dis¬ 
courage it like the compa¬ 
nies Chick-Fil-A. 

S. Truett Cathy does 
have the right to freedom

his beliefs- as all American 
citizens.

EKU launches accelerated 3+2 
dual degree program 


that our graduates would 
not only be more competi¬ 
tive for entry level posi¬ 
tions but also qualified 
for eventual promotions 
or supervisory positions.” 

Graduates of the dual 
degree program will be 
qualified for more than 
30 different types of posi¬ 
tions, ranging from envi¬ 
ronmental labs to health 
care, Wilson noted. 

“This is a good option 
for students who are 
not ready to commit to 
a Ph.D., but want the 
advantage a graduate 
degree can bring,” she 
added. 

“Students may apply 
for the 3+2 program in 
their junior year,” said Dr. 
Jerry Pogatshnik, Dean 
of Graduate Studies at 
EKU. “Admission require¬ 
ments for the accelerated 
degree are the same as 


those for the two-year 
master’ s program with 
the exception that 3+2 
applicants do not have 
to take the GRE. Upon 
acceptance to the 3+2 pro¬ 
gram, the undergraduate 
student may take gradu¬ 
ate level courses. Once 
the baccalaureate degree 
is awarded the student 
is granted full admission 
to the graduate level pro¬ 
gram.” 

Ten graduate students 
are currently enrolled in 
the master’s degree pro¬ 
gram, but enrollment is 
expected to increase to 
between 30 and 40 stu¬ 
dents with the addition 
of the accelerated degree 
option, based on similar 
programs elsewhere.

More than 50 Mount Sterling resi¬ 
dents have signed up for an opportunity 
to participate in an upcoming historic 
study that has the potential to change 
the face of cancer for future generations. 
And now, one week away from the event, 
others are urged to sign up today to take 
part in the American Cancer Society’s 
Cancer Prevention Study-3 (CPS-3) so 
that cancer’s greatest mysteries can be 
unlocked. 

Men and women between the ages 
of 30 and 65 who have never been 
diagnosed with cancer are needed to 
participate in CPS-3 in Mount Sterling. 
CPS-3 will enroll a diverse population 
of up to half a million people across 
the United States and Puerto Rico and 
will help researchers better understand 
the lifestyle, environmental, and genetic 
factors that cause or prevent cancer. 

The opportunity for local residents 
to enroll in CPS-3 is being made pos¬ 
sible in partnership with the American 
Cancer Society and Saint Joseph Cancer 
Center, part of KentuckyOne Health. 
Participants can schedule an appoint¬ 
ment by visiting cps3kentucky.org or 
calling 1-888-604-5888. 

Enrollment will take place at Saint 
Joseph Mount Sterling on Friday, 
August 10 from 7 a.m. - 2:30 p.m. 
Individuals will be asked to read and 
sign an informed consent form; com¬ 
plete a comprehensive survey packet 
that asks for information on lifestyle, 
behavioral, and other factors related 
to your health; have his/her waist cir¬ 
cumference measured; and give a small 
blood sample. Upon completion of this 
process, the Society will send periodic 
follow-up surveys to update informa¬ 


tion and annual newsletters with study 
updates and results. 

The enrollment process takes 
approximately an hour to complete. 
Periodic follow-up surveys of vari¬ 
ous lengths are expected to be sent 
every few years to individuals. 
Researchers will use the data from 
CPS-3 to build on evidence from a series 
of American Cancer Society studies that 
began in the 1950s that collectively 
have involved millions of volunteer par¬ 
ticipants. 

The Hammond-Horn Study and previ¬ 
ous Cancer Prevention Studies (CPS-I, 
and CPS-II) have played a major role in 
understanding cancer prevention and 
risk, and have contributed significantly 
to the scientific basis and development 
of public health guidelines and recom¬ 
mendations. 

Those studies confirmed the link 
between cigarette smoking and lung 
cancer, demonstrated the link between 
larger waist size and increased death 
rates from cancer and other causes, and 
showed the considerable impact of air 
pollution on heart and lung conditions. 
The current study, CPS-II, began in 
1982 and is still on-going. 

But changes in lifestyle and in the 
understanding of cancer in the more 
than two decades since its launch make 
it important to begin a new study. 

The voluntary, long-term commitment 
by participants is what will produce 
benefits for decades to come.

August is immunization month 


August is being 
observed as National 
Immunization Awareness 
Month in an effort to 
highlight the importance 
and continued benefits of 
immunizations. 

“Making sure chil¬ 
dren are immunized is 
crucial in protecting 
the health and welfare 
of Kentuckians,” said 
Dr. Steve Davis, acting 
commissioner for public 
health. “Immunizations 
protect against illnesses 
such as measles, polio, 
whooping cough, influ¬ 
enza, chickenpox and 
tetanus. It’s vital that we 
recognize the importance 
of vaccinating against 
these illnesses, or we run 
the risk of seeing rates of 
these diseases increase. 
Every parent should 
become knowledgeable 


about vaccines, how they 
prevent disease and when 
their child should be vac¬ 
cinated.” 

The Kentucky 

Immunization Program 
provides the following 
general guidelines for 
vaccinations: 

Everyone over the age of 
six months should receive 
a seasonal flu shot every 
year. Those individuals 
in close contact with an 
infant should receive a 
Tdap (tetanus, diphtheria 
and pertussis) vaccina¬ 
tion. 

Young children from 
birth to age six years 
need a series of vaccines 
to protect against several 
diseases such as measles, 
polio, whooping cough, 
chickenpox and hepatitis. 

Adolescents need immu¬ 
nizations to help protect 


against tetanus, diphthe¬ 
ria, whooping cough and 
meningitis at age 11 or 
12 . 

Protection received 
from childhood vaccines 
decreases over time. 
Preteens, teens and adults 
may need to be revacci¬ 
nated, even if they were 
completely vaccinated as 
children.

August Beef 
Cattle Notes 
Spring-Calving 
Cow Herd 

• Continue to watch 
for pinkeye and treat 
if necessary. Minimize 
problems by clipping pas¬ 
tures, controlling face 
flies and providing shade. 
Monitor the bulls’ activi¬ 
ty and physical condition 
as the breeding season 
winds down. 

• Fescue pastures tend 
to go dormant in July and 
August, so look for alter¬ 
natives like warm season 
grasses during this peri¬ 
od of time. Try to keep 
the young calves gaining 
weight. Go to pastures 
which have been cut for 
hay to have higher qual¬ 
ity re-growth when it is 
available. 

• Remove bulls from 



the cow herd by the end of 
the month and keep them 
away from the cows. A 
short calving season can 
concentrate labor during 
the calving season; group 
calves by age so that it 
is easier to find a conve¬ 
nient time to vaccinate, 
castrate, dehorn, etc.; and 
provide a more uniform 
group of calves at market 
time. 

• Mid-July (when the 
bulls are being removed) 
is a good time to deworm 
cattle, use a product 
that is effective against 
inhibited ostertagia. Re¬ 
implant calves which 
were implanted at birth 
if the type of implant 
and amount of time 
indicate. Calves which 
haven't been vaccinated 
for blackleg should be. 
Spraying or using a pour- 
on for flies while cattle 
are gathered can supple¬ 
ment other fly control 
methods. Remember to 
work cattle early in the 
morning when it is cool 
and handle them gently 
to minimize stress. 

Fall-Calving Cow 
Herd 

• De-worm cows in 
mid-July with a product 
that is effective against 
inhibited ostertagia. 

• Fall-calving cows 
should be dry and preg¬ 


nant now. Their nutri¬ 
ent needs are minimal 
and they can be main¬ 
tained on poor pasture 
to avoid over fattening. 
Keep a good free-choice 
mineral mix available at 
all times. You can use 
a lower phosphorus min¬ 
eral supplement now, if 
you want to save a little 
money. These cows are 
regaining body condition 
after a long winter feed¬ 
ing period. 

• Get ready for fall 
calving and plan to have 
good pasture available at 
calving and through the 
breeding season. 

Stockers 

• Sell heavier grazing 
cattle before rate of gain 
decreases or they get into 
a heavyweight category. 
This will also relieve 
grazing pressure as pas¬ 
ture growth diminishes. 
They can be replaced 
with lightweight calves 
after pastures recover. 

• Lighter cattle which 
are kept on pasture need 
to be rotated to grass- 
legume or warm-season 
grass pastures to main¬ 
tain a desirable level of 
performance. Reimplant 
these calves and deworm 
with a product that is 
effective against inhib¬ 
ited ostertagia. 

General 


• Be sure that clean 
water is always available, 
especially in hot weather. 
Make routine checks of 
the water supply. Cattle 
need 13 to 20 gallons of 
clean water in hot weath¬ 
er. 

• Maintain a weed 
control program in per¬ 
manent pastures and 
continue to “spot-spray” 
thistle. 

• Check pastures for 
downed wild cherry trees 
after storms (wilted wild 
cherry leaves are toxic to 
cattle). 

• Have forage analyses 
conducted on spring-cut 
hay and have large, round 
bales covered. Begin 
planning the winter feed¬ 
ing program now. Most of 
the hay was cut late due 
to a wet spring but a dry 
period permitted it to be 
put up without getting it 
rained on - so overall not 
a bad haying season. 

• Start soil testing pas¬ 
tures to determine fer¬ 
tilization needs for this 
fall.
